Japanese Reference No. 11-0098756 relates to a motor structure including a conductive cylindrical 
case 3 connected to one of the positive and negative electrode terminals 6-2 of the motor, and a projecting 
conductive terminal 7-1 which is the other of the electrode terminals, as shown in Figs. 1 and 3. 

Japanese Reference No. 10-0084649 relates to a motor structure and an attachment structure for 
attaching a micromotor 1 to a holder 12. The micromotor 1 comprises a conductive cylindrical motor casing 6 
connected to a brush 9-1 through a conductive terminal 5-1, and the other conductive terminal 5-2 can be 
connected to a brush 9-2 by a conductive member 8, as shown in Fig. 2. When the micromotor is received in 
the holder 12, the conductive cylindrical motor casing 6 is electrically connected to an elastic bracket 10, and 
the conductive terminal 5-2 is electrically connected to an elastic conductive end member 13 through the 
conductive member 8, as shown in Figs. 5-9. 

Japanese Reference No. 10-0084650 relates to a motor structure and an attachment structure for 
attaching a motor 1 to a holder 12 similar to that described above for Japanese Reference No. 10-0084649 of 
the same inventor. 
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
